• The attractive and well-resourced learning environment with a variety of natural 
and authentic learning materials which promoted choice and independence in the 
children’s learning;

• Develop a coherent curriculum strategy that effectively integrates the Cayman 
Islands National Curriculum with the Montessori Curriculum, so teachers implement 
clear progression pathways for all areas of the curricula and thereby ensure 
appropriate pace and progression in learning for all children; 

• Enhance the provision for technology as a tool for learning to support the children’s 
investigative and problem solving skills.
